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B IN THE WIND 


Team Honda scored the overall win at 
the SCORE Baja 1000, November 14-15. 
Johnny Campbell, Tim Staab and Greg 
Bringle, riding a Honda XR628 four- 
stroke, finished the 707-mile race in 13 
hours, 19 minutes and 59 seconds, at an 
average speed of 52.6 mph. Campbell, 
Staab and Bringle finished more than an 
hour and a half in front of the second- 
place team of Mike Healey, Jeff Capt, 
Tex Mitchell, Robert Prather and Marc 
Burnett. The five-member team, riding 
another Honda XR628, stopped the 
clock at 14:45:47, with a 47.5-mph speed 
average. Topping the 250cc class in 
third overall, on a Honda CR250, was 
the three-rider team of Tim Morton, 
Fred Willert and Ron Wilson, who fin- 
ished the race in 14:58:58. Former 
Supercross and National MX Champion 
Rick Johnson was a member of the 
winning Class 30 team. Johnson and 
teammates Cliff Matlock, Mat Barney, 
Ken Grenfley and James Cloud took 
fourth overall on a Honda XR628 with a 
finishing time of 15:16:12. Campbell, 
Staab and Bringle also finished approxi- 
mately 33 minutes ahead of the first 
four-wheeled vehicle. The top 10 finish- 
ing motorcycle riders were aboard Hon- 
das. Kawasaki Team Green did not field 
a team. 


Brad Woolsey (Kaw) was the big win- 
ner at the opening round of the 
АМА /Р]1 Arenacross Series in Des 
Moines, Iowa, November 14-15, taking 
two victories. On Friday, Woolsey took 
the 250cc-class win ahead of Cliff 
Palmer (Kaw) and Buddy Antunez 
(Suz). Palmer, meanwhile, topped the 
125cc class on Friday over Jimmy Gad- 
dis (Kaw) and Nick Wey (Kaw). On Sat- 
urday, Woolsey rode to victory in the 
125cc main, followed by Palmer and 
Josh Demuth (Suz). In the 250cc class, 
Grayson Goodman (Kaw) took the win, 
followed by Wey and Demuth. 


Josh McLevy (Hon) won the final round 
of the NETRA Hare Scrambles Series, 
the Belltown Hare Scramble, in Union, 
Connecticut, on November 16. It was 
McLevy's 11th win of the 15-round 
series. Arthur Menzel (Kaw) was sec- 
ond overall, and Kenny Law (Yam) was 
third overall. 


Former Malaysian Superbike Champion 
Benn Archibald (Yam) won the inau- 
gural Australian Formula Xtreme Chal- 
lenge Cup at Oran Park in Sydney, on 
November 17, despite the fact that 
Shawn Giles (Hon) won all three races 
at Oran Park. Although Giles ended up 
winning more races in the series than 
Archibald, two DNFs relegated him to 
second in the final standings. 


World Endurance Champion Peter 
Goddard is expected to sign a contract 
this week that will see him ride factory 
Suzukis in the 1998 World Superbike 
Championship. The Australian recently 
met with Team Harris Suzuki personnel 
in England, and details of the contract 
are expected to be finalized this week, 
according to Cycle News correspondent 
Darryl Flack. There had been strong 
speculation that Goddard, the 1996 Aus- 
tralian Superbike Champion, would 
take over the running of Suzuki's World 
Superbike effort following two less- 
than-stellar years under current team 
boss Lester Harris, but it now appears as 
though Goddard will join the team as a 
rider. The 33-year-old has served as 
rider/manager of Australia's Suzuki 
team since 1994, but has expressed a 
desire to race full time following his suc- 
cess in this year's World Endurance 


Championship with Doug Polen. God- 
dard will join Jamie Whitham (who will 
return for a second year on the team) in 
riding the new fuel-injected Suzuki 
GSXR750s. 


Suzuki Australia, meanwhile, has 
extended its deadline to re-sign its star 
rider, Troy Bayliss, for its Team Ansett 
Airfreight Superbike team while the 
young star contemplates a works Suzuki 
250сс GP ride. After finishing sixth in 
his 250сс GP debut at Phillip Island on 
October 5, Bayliss is considering an offer 
from the Molenaar Suzuki team to enter 
the 1998 250cc World Championship. 
Bayliss’ teammate Mark Willis has 
already re-signed with the team. 


The AMA has been awarded the FIM 
Environment Award for significantly 
improving environmental awareness 
and sensitivity in the motorcycling com- 
munity. This is the first time the award 
has been given since the FIM formally 
adopted its Environmental Code in 
1996. In announcing the award, mem- 
bers of the FIM cited the AMA’s 25-year 
history of bringing together federal offi- 
cials, public-land managers and off- 
highway motorcycle enthusiasts to pro- 
vide motorized-recreation opportunities 
while protecting the environment. In 
addition, the FIM noted the AMA’s 73- 
year history of promoting noise-abate- 
ment programs aimed at street, off-road 
and competition motorcycles. The 
award will be presented at the 1997 FIM 
Banquet on December 13 in Helsinki, 
Finland. 


As of Monday, November 17, American 
Honda’s AMA Superbike Series team 
was still unsponsored, though one 
potential backer is expected to make a 
decision this week. The team, formerly 
backed by R.J. Reynolds and its Smokin’ 
Joe’s brand, will field Miguel DuHamel 
and Ben Bostrom in official Honda col- 
ors in 1998 if the sponsorship package 
doesn’t come together, according to 
team owner Martin Adams. “We're still 
waiting, but it won’t be much longer,” 
Adams said. “We had a meeting with a 
sponsor last Wednesday, and they’d be 
a very good sponsor. We're insisting оп 
a commitment beyond 1998 and we're 
waiting to get an answer. Unfortunately, 
we waited so long to get an answer from 
RJR." (Adams was negotiating with the 
Winston brand.)

"When Wayne Rainey left 
Yamaha, they didn't have anyone to 
receive good information from, because 
they were relying on Wayne's informa- 
tion all the time. The same goes with 
Suzuki. When Daryl (Beattie) was 
injured, he was out for a season and 
they didn't have anyone giving them 
information. I’m just making sure 
everything's in place the way І like it. 
It's for Honda as well. If I leave or go 


somewhere else, retire or whatever, 


these young guys have to learn to 
develop the bike. When I was brought 
in, I was under Wayne Gardner and 
Eddie Lawson. I used to have to go and 
ask them, “Сап I see what setting you 
guys are running?" It's not like that any- 
more." Commenting on his drawn-out 
negotiations with Honda, Doohan said, 
"At the end of the day, I don't think 
that if I haven't signed I am going to be 
without a ride next year." 


Reports from Europe indicate that Kur- 
tis Roberts, the youngest son of three- 
time World Champion Kenny Roberts, 
has been denied a starting spot in the 
1998 250cc World Championship by 
IRTA. Roberts failed to score a champi- 
onship point in 1997 and qualified no 
better than 18th.

Gainesville, RIP 


І have been closely following the 
Gainesville Orphan National debate 
and, now that it has been replaced by a 
Tampa Supercross date, I feel I must 
voice my opinion. 

I agree that scheduling one National 
in the middle of the supercross season 
makes little sense. However, 
Gainesville has historically been the 
kickoff of Bike Week, which culminates 
the following week in Daytona. Virtual- 
ly all forms of motorcycle competition 
are scheduled during that week, includ- 
ing flat track, enduro, road race, vin- 
tage, trials and, of course, motocross 
and supercross. Bike Week has now lost 
part of its heritage. 

Gainesville has been on the National 
schedule since the early 1980s. I have 
seen Hannah, Howerton, Glover, Bai- 
ley, O'Mara, Johnson, Lechien, Ward, 
Bradshaw, Bayle, Stanton, Kiedrowski, 
LaRocco, Henry, McGrath, Emig, 
Dowd and countless others roost there. 
History was made there last year when 
Ricky Carmichael won the first Nation- 
al of his career, and the Yamaha 
YZM400 four-stroke made its debut 
with Doug Henry. I will miss being 
there in March. 

Team managers are always com- 
plaining about the long supercross sea- 
son, yet the AMA has now eliminated 
an outdoor National and has added a 
supercross in its place. The 1998 sched- 
ule now features 16 supercrosses and 12 
outdoor Nationals. Perhaps the AMA 
can eliminate one or two Nationals and 
we can have the supercross "survival" 
series. 
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Motocross is supposed to Вега sport 
where the rider overcomes obstacles 
and variables, and it was never intended 
to be easy. It requires skill, determina- 
tion, dedication, preparation, sacrifice, 
strategy, heart and sometimes luck. I 


. have been involved in the sport for over 


20 years and have met the nicest people, 
in addition to having memorable experi- 
ences. It is sad to see a part of motocross 
history disappear. 

Now, with the cancellation . of 
Gainesville, there won't be any East 
Coast Nationals south of Maryland. 
There are two Nationals apiece on the 
1998 schedule for California, New York 
and Pennsylvania. I propose that the 
AMA change the name of the series to 
the AMA Selected Regional National 
Championships. 

As stated earlier, the scheduling of 
Gainesville has been a problem - and it 
makes sense to unify the two series. But 
why not move Gainesville to a later date 
instead of eliminating it altogether? Let 
us not forget where our roots come from 
- otherwise our fine sport will suffer.

waited all year for Elsinore, 
46 and I can’t wait for next year,” 
police officer Vic Klotz 
exclaimed. No, he wasn’t talk- 
ing about being on patrol and busting 
people at the small retirement commu- 
nity in southern Riverside County. He 
was talking about actually racing in the 
Mazda/Circle K/Motoplaza Apple/ 
Moose Elsinore Grand Prix by GFI Rac- 
ing. | 

Not that he was one of the big win- 
ners, either. In fact, Klotz was disap- 
pointed with his 15th-place finish in the 
Over 40 Expert race. "I got spanked 
because all the guys that didn't show 
up last year showed up this year," he 
said. "Last year I did pretty good, but 
this year - oh, man, it was sad. There 
were some pretty fast people in there." 

But Elsinore's atmosphere took 
much of the sting out of the defeat for 
him: “I thought it was great for people 
like me, the average Joe, to be riding 
and actually have some people watch- 
ing you and rooting you on.” 

Multiple class winner Bryan Menne 
agreed. A participant in the last Elsi- 
nore GP in 1972 - before GFI’s revival 
last year - Menne said, “This is like the 
one event for me. I just love this race. 1 
remember іп '72, it was one of the 
funnest races, but it was a longer race 
back then.” 

Of course, back in the late "606 and 
early '70s, there weren't as many differ- 
ent classes spread out over the two 
days of racing, which began at 7 a.m. 
both days. (The old days also didn't 
feature other things such as the ven-

dors’ and manufacturers’ expo, person- 
al watercraft races, mountain-bike 
races, street luge, or Gale Webb’s 
extreme sports show - not to mention 
Saturday night's concert by top ‘70s 
group Three Dog Night, fireworks, 
“Wheelie King” Doug Domokos, and a 
Harley jump). 

There’s something about a grand 
prix that seems to attract a wider vari- 
ety of riders than do other types of 
races, and Elsinore seemed to attract 
even more. Not only were there hun- 
dreds and hundreds of no-name 
novices as well as big-name racers like 
Ty Davis and Steve Lamson, but Elsi- 
nore draws from both the past and pre- 
sent. Past heroes entered in the Legends 
race included Dave Aldana, Gary Bai- 
ley, John DeSoto, J.N. Roberts and 
many others. Current heroes who rode 
but aren’t considered off-road special- 
ists included World Champions such as 
road racer Scott Russell, as well as 
speedway racers Greg Hancock and 
Billy Hamill. That’s in addition to 
mountain-bike racers Joe Lawwill and 
Shaun Palmer, plus helmet-painting 
guru Troy Lee, who “coerced” quite a 
few into riding. You don’t find that 
kind of diversity at other races. Of 
course, Hamill didn’t even know he'd 
be racing until the last minute. “Actual- 
ly, Troy Lee signed me up,” he said, 
laughing. “I didn’t even know. I 
thought, ‘What the heck?’ I'll come and 
give it a go. I mean, I’m a huge motor- 
cycle fan anyway. I ride a lot of 
motocross in the off-season just to keep 
fit. It’s good to keep yourself versatile 
on a motorcycle.” 

Апа how’d it go for the ‘96 World 
Speedway Champion? Well, he didn't 
win, but he found third in the Dual 
Sport class more than acceptable. Did 
һе miss constantly sliding on the 5- 
mile-long course? 

"There were a couple sort of long, 
sweeping turns that I got sideways. 
Believe it or not, that's where I crashed - 
right where I shouldn't be able to," 
Hamill reported with a laugh. "It was 
pretty cool." : 

Crashing during the race is one 
thing, but what about crashing before 
the race? Honolulu city councilman 
John DeSoto found out firsthand what 
that's all about. 

“I didn't think I was.going to make 
it, because I left the Thursday before on

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a red-eye flight,” DeSoto said. “Thurs- 
day during the day I went out and 1 
rode down at the beach (near his home) 
a little bit to warm up, and I busted my 
butt big-time. I thought I broke my hip 
and my collarbone; I had a bruise all on 
my left side - I didn’t think I was going 
to make it. I iced it and iced it, then we 
flew here, and I couldn't even walk. My 
brother, Ron - luckily he came with me, 
and pushed the bike to the starting line. 
I couldn't even start the bike up. But 
once the flag went - "What pain? This is 
a тасе!”” 

Indeed it was: DeSoto rode the four 


. races he'd planned - Unclassified, Vin- 


tage, Legends and Over 50 Expert - and 
won two of them. "I started on the fifth 
row and ended up winning the Vintage 
class on a CZ. I passed David Fisher - 
on the Ossa - on the last lap, last turn, 
last everything. I was stoked. I had 
more fun riding that thing than I think I 
had the whole weekend." 

Fun certainly did seem to be the key 
word for most participants, and every 
one of them, it seemed, had their own 
definition. Take, for instance, the chance 
to race against someone you normally 
wouldn't see next to you on the starting 
line. That's what KTM's Scot Harden 
discovered in the Over 35 Expert race. 
“I found out Saturday night that Mike 
Baker was in that class,” Harden said. “1 
was trying to figure out who was in the 
Over 35 Expert class that I’d have to 
beat, and when I heard Mike was in it, I 
go, ‘Oh God, I don’t think I can handle 
him.’ Then I was on the line and they 
were interviewing me, going, "Who's it 
going to be?’ I was looking on the line, 
and I said, ‘Well, Mike here is going to 
be fast.’ And I looked around and | 
looked behind me, and I go, ‘And him!’ 
I didn’t even know he was entered. It 
was Wardy (Jeff Ward, the multi-time 
MX-champ-turned-Indy-car racer). 
Ward started on the row right behind 
me, but all three of us got up to the 
front pretty quick. Ward and I were bar 
to bar, as they say, for three laps, four 
laps. Then he pulled out a lead on meat 
the end, but it was a lot of fun. It was 
kind of neat just to be able to hang with 
him - really cool." 

Things seemed to be "pretty equal" 
in some of the other Expert races, not so 
equal in others. The 125s found Davis 
and KTM's Lance Smail dicing for the 
lead, with Smail doing remarkably well 
on a stock '98 machine after having

spent most of the year racing big four-. 


strokes. “I started second, (then) got 
into the lead,” Smail said. “Davis was 
pressuring me. About three laps in, I 
ended up getting a flat rear tire, but I 
decided to just race it out anyway. I 
ended up (second) in that.” 

The 250s turned into a battle 
between Kawasakis, with Davis battling 
Ryan Hughes in a Team Green vs. Team 
Kawasaki skirmish - modified KX vs. 
works KX. “I pretty much walked away 
in that,” Davis said. “I was pulling big- 
time on Hughes, which, I think, sur- 
prised him. He had more gearing than 
me; I was only 14/45 and he was 15/45, 
so he had to have 3 or 4 miles per hour 
faster on top speed.” 

Saturday’s “feature” race was proba- 
bly the Legends event, a race for anyone 
who'd ridden Elsinore in the old days. 
Former desert hero Brent Wallingsford 
eased away with the victory over Jim 
Domann and Harden, who was 
Wallingsford’s partner in their Husky 
desert days. Smail took an early lead in 
the Open race but slid out, which 
allowed Vosburg Racing’s KTM pilot 
Destry Abbott through to win. Howev- 
er, Smail wouldn’t be denied entirely, 
because the first race on Sunday was 
the Four-Stroke/Dual Sport /Bomber 
bout, and he took it handily on a 620SX 
that he hadn’t ridden in a year. 

Davis started his Sunday by winning 
the Over 25 Expert race, Abbott taking 
second in a closely fought contest. 





Harden beat Jim Beauchamp for the 
Over 40 Expert win. 

The race everyone waited for, 
though, was the finale: the $5000 Hamel 
100, with Roger Hamel (Danny Hamel's 
father) as the guest starter. 

The race quickly turned into a con- 
test between Mike Healey on the 
IMS/John Burr Cycle big-bore XR400R 
and Honda's Steve Lamson on his facto- 
ry CR250R (equipped with a big tank 
but no steering stabilizer), with the 
four-stroke leading the early going and 
Davis comfortably watching the pro- 
ceedings from third. 

The question became whether 
Healey and the bike could maintain that 
pace, though some also wondered if 
Lamson could, since he hadn't been rid- 
ing much due to the birth of his new 
baby earlier in the week and to injuries 
he'd sustained throughout the season. 

“I had it,” Davis said later. "I was in 
third; I knew Healey couldn't hold that 


pace for the whole time. Lamson could - . 


I knew he'd had a kid recently, and I 
didn't know how much he'd been rid- 
ing, but I understood he hadn't been 
riding much, so I knew I could proba- 
bly wear him down. They were just 
right ahead of me; I could see 'em. I was 
like, "This is the perfect place to be in 
right now." 

Unfortunately for Davis, his bike 
developed shifting problems that 
required an unexpected pit stop; then, 
after rejoining the race and trying to 


make the lap back up, he crashed and 
broke the throttle. 

Healey's shot at glory ended when 
he pitted after a half-dozen laps or so, 
with oil leaking from a crack in the 
frame near the steering head. That left 
Lamson alone with a sizable lead, 
Abbott a distant second, and KTM- 


: mounted Steve Drew eventually occu- 


pying third. As the factory Honda 
motocrosser put in his laps, the only 
sign of discomfort he displayed was 
when he shook his hands at the end of 
each lap. 

“At first, when Healey was ahead of 
me, I figured, “Оһ, man, I’ve got to run 
him down," Lamson admitted. “1 got 
pretty close to him and we passed a. 
couple times, but then I felt my hands 
starting to get a little bit sore. I went, 
‘Man, I’m not even gonna try to keep 
this up. I'm just going to run the race, 
back it off a little/ because we weren't 
even a quarter of the way through at 
that time. I thought, "There's way too 
long of the race to go on.' The track was 
so torn up, you had to hold on so tight, 
it just killed me. About before the first 
pit stop is when my hands starting blis- 
tering - it was early on, like eight laps - 
so I just rode so many different posi- 
tions to hold on. I was holding on this 
way, trying to put my thumb up - man, 
it was hard. І was on my fingertips. A 
couple times I went to shut off and my 
hands were so far back, I almost threw 
it away." : 

He didn't, though, and repeated as 
the Hamel 100 winner - rear tire worn 
down to the cords and hands raw - in 
an unofficial time of 2:15. 

Abbott didn't have the blister prob- 
lems, though the course did bite him а 
couple times. “It was a lot tougher,” 
Abbott said. "The course was a lot 
rougher by the Hamel 100. You defi- 
nitely had to pick your lines to make 
sure you didn't crash. I went down 
twice pretty good, but the bike went 
pretty well. I think I broke my clutch 
cable on one of my falls, because right 
after that it started feeling real weird; 
then there was a snap and nothing 
there. I fell on the 11th lap - I still had 
11 left, so it kind of bummed me out - 
but I still finished second, so I can't 
complain. To finish behind Steve, who's 
one of my heroes - I'm really ecstatic 
about that."

But perhaps the happiest racer was 
Drew in third place on а 98 КТМ 380. Fol- 
lowing him across the finish in fourth was 
Mike Baker. KTM’s Russell Pearson, on a 
250 M/XC, rounded out the top five after 
an off-course excursion when a lapper 
knocked him off the fire road, dropping 
him from an unofficial third at the time. 

With the weekend finished, DeSoto 
voiced what was undoubtedly the feel- 
ing of many. 

“I had a ball,” DeSoto said. “Even if I 
didn’t win, I still had a great time see- 
ing all the people I haven't seen in 
years. And they're so supportive; every- 
body's just so super. It was nice. I'll be 
back next year for that, for sure. Next 
time, my brother's going to ride, too." €N

eam Suzuki riders Rodney Smith 
and Steve Hatch came to Wash- 
ington to preserve their respec- 
tive rankings as the number-one 
and number-two riders in the AMA 
National Championship Hare Scrambles 
Series, and they did just that. Defending 
champ Smith came away with a runner- 
up finish to clinch the 1997 champi- 
onship, with race winner Hatch just 
behind him in points. 

Joining the fray were third-ranked 
Jason Dahners and fellow KTM speed- 
ster Brian Garrahan. Dahners began the 
race strongly, but a miscue on the pave- 
ment section dropped him off the lead- 
ing pace and he held on to finish third, 
ahead of Garrahan. Facing off against 
the invading national stars were local 
NMA top gun and fifth-place finisher 
David Lykke, and Gary Furrenes, who 
ran to sixth overall. From the east side of 
the Cascades, the rapid Kopp brethren - 
Rob, Joe and Lonny - and KTM's Peter 
Russell were on hand to help keep the 
big guns honest. 

In its first occurrence as a National 
Hare Scrambles in '95, the Nasty Wench 
had earned high marks from Smith, 
Honda's Scott Summers, and KTM's 
Scott Plessinger as a top event on the cir- 
cuit, especially noting the fun factor of 
the Grand Prix nature of the SIR course, 
which combines road racing, an 
immense grass track and a motocross 
section with the miles of tight single- 
track weaving through the wet Wash- 
ington woods. 

The host club, Team Crutch, a some- 
what ragtag bunch of hardcore off-road 
racers led by KTM star Jason Dahners

and the equally fast Jeff Odom, obvious- 
ly has a blast putting on the Nasty 
Wench, year after year the clear favorite 
of the Northwest Motorcycle Associa- 
tion Off-Road Series. Nearly 500 riders 
attended this year, the second time the 
race has also served as the final AMA 
round. 

This year's course featured a 10-mile 
loop and was several miles longer and 
significantly tighter than in the past, and 
most riders' lap times approached 30 
minutes. Unusually sparkling fall 
weather, far from the typical November 
drizzly gray, graced the event as well. 

The original bar-code scoring system 
was used for the AA riders. There is 
quite a contrast between the morning 
race and the afternoon Expert battle, 
especially when National rankings are 
on the line. The incredible organization 
of Team Suzuki saw them calmly arrive 
at staging just moments before follow- 
ing the Auburn Chevrolet pace truck to 
the starting area. On the start line, as the 
front row of 25 AA riders nervously 
test-started their bikes, Team Suzuki 
again sat patiently, cylinders charged 
and ready to go. They have their act 
together, and as “Elvis” lifted the flag 
from the ground, Smith roosted the 
pack through turn one, Hatch in tow, 


with king of starts Rob “Holeshot” 
Lewis the only local rider even close. 
With two more waves safely away, 
the 150 racers settled into fairly pre- 
dictable order. Smith, Hatch, Dahners 
and Garrahan quickly put some dis- 
tance between themselves and the 
pack, with the Kopps, Lykke, Russell, 
Aron Sykes and Furrenes comprising 
the second group. Dahners pushed 
hard and split the Suzuki duo as the 
second lap ended, only to drop his new 
"98 KTM 250 in a paved hairpin and let 
Hatch back by. Apparently, Dahners 
wisely decided to settle down and pro- 
tect third place and the number-three 
plate for '98, as Garrahan would have 
liked nothing better than to take advan- 
tage of any further mishaps. Lykke, 
with only 20 minutes on the new YZ 
after riding Hondas for years, adjusted 
rapidly to the bike, moving into fifth 
quickly and slowly closing on Garra- 
han, who saved enough energy to hold

him off at the end of the 2 1/2-hour- 
plus-one-lap format. Furrenes would 
recover from a fair start to work his 
way into sixth. Russell hung on to sev- 
enth, Sykes eighth, and Joe Kopp faded 
slightly to ninth while Lewis rounded 
out the top 10. 


Up front, Smith and Hatch were - 


styling for the spectators, performing 
wheelies, swapping positions, and gen- 
erally putting on a riding clinic. Their 
attempt to cross the line in a tie just 
missed, with the overall awarded to 
Hatch. As they cooled off in the scoring 
line, waiting to be tallied and to collect 
the finisher’s shirts Seattle Cycle Center 
provides every year, Smith and Hatch 
were all smiles. 

“The course was real good,” Smith 
said. “We wanted to cross the line 
together, but most importantly, I want- 
ed to give Suzuki the number-one plate 
again.” 

Hatch agreed. 

“Rodney is clearly faster in the moto 
sections; maybe I have an edge in the 
tight woods, but we are pretty close in 
speed," Hatch said. "Walking the 
course, I was concerned that it was 
going to be a high-speed event, but that 
didn't turn out to be, once we started 
riding. I just hurt my back; I am glad I 





was able to do well for Suzuki and 
retain the number-two plate." 

Some wondered if third-place finish- 
er Dahners had held back to protect his 
number-three ranking, but he was 
adamant about the effort he put in. 

“Т went all out,” Dahners said. "The 
bike performed flawlessly. I'm still in 
the learning process, trying to find that 
last little bit of speed I need to cut the 
few seconds needed to stay with those 
guys. It was the most technical hare 
scrambles I have ridden this year - defi- 
nitely the tightest. АП of the different 
sections demanded а full range of 
motorcycling skills to be successful. I 
had a blast." 

Garrahan echoed these sentiments on 
the course, and was equally happy with 
his "awesome '98 KTM," the same bike 
with which he scored gold at the recent 
ISDE. Other class winners included 
Chris Stevenson, who scorched the over- 
all B class as he won the Under B divi- 
sion on a CR125; Eric Bee (Over B); Jim 
Conner, who mimicked Stevenson by 
beating all the A riders as he won the 
Under A on a KTM 125; Paul Edwards 
(Over A); Curt Wilcox (Four-Stroke 
Expert); and Rick Sparks (Vet Expert). A 
huge crowd stuck around to watch the 
awards presentation, where a $2500 Pro 
purse, augmented by Everett Honda 
and Team Crutch, was distributed along 
with the trophy plaques. 

The amateur classes, some 350 riders 
strong, nearly overwhelmed the course 
in the morning race, with the 100-plus 
riders in the special Beginner class creat- 
ing bottlenecks at every trail obstacle 
and harmless solo and pileup crashes 
seemed to be happening everywhere - 
but so was a lot of fun racing. 

Out of this mayhem, tough-as-nails 
Senior Expert Robert Lewis rode to the 
overall win on an RM250. Other class 
winners included Damon Bee (Senior 
Amateur), Todd Hinders (Sportsman), 
Kevin Elliott (Vet Amateur), Peter Niel- 
son (Open C), Shane Buchart (Under C), 
Andy Sandall (Four-Stroke Amateur), 
Jim Stouffer (Super Senior), Glo Russo 
(Women), perennial Vintage ace Dave 
Stering (who had to cut a mile of banner 
out of his TT500's rear wheel and use 
vise grips as a rear-brake pedal to fin- 
ish), and Scott Miller (as champion of 
the Beginners). On the side, Mark King 
repeated as champion of the Hair 
Scrambles, a tongue-in-cheek parade of 
long wigs affixed to helmets by riders 
wearing flowery dresses over full riding 
gear, with a cash-prize competition 
sponsored by Seattle Cycle Center and 
local helmet /graphics artist Screwy 
Designs (donated back to Crutch by 
King).

\ eam Kawasaki's Jeff Emig, 
already the reigning AMA 
250cc Supercross and 250cc 





Motocrosa National Champion, added 
the "King of Bercy" title to his already 
epic 1997 season when he was declared 
the overall winner of three nights of rac- 
ing at Bercy Stadium in Paris. The 26- 
year-old Emig earned 2-1-4 overall 


scores to win the King of Bercy crown 
for the first time in his eight-year profes- 
sional racing career. 

“I finally won the King of Bercy 
crown, which means no matter what I do 
from here on out at this race, I will 
always be able to say that I won one of 
the biggest races in the world," said 
Emig, whose mechanic was, as always, 
Jeremy Albrecht. "I had a super-good 
weekend. I tried real hard, I rode within 
my limits. At times, when I wasn't in a 





position for the win, I still rode hard and 
kept trying." 

The format for the World Supercross 
Championships differs from that of 
American supercross. Instead of racing 
heats, semis and a main, the World SX 
version utilizes a two-moto system. 
Everyone has to race a heat race to trans- 
fer to the motos. Both moto scores count 
toward the overall standing. 

Joining Saturday's winner, Emig, on 
the list of night winners was Kawasaki 





teammate Damon Huffman, who deci- 
sively won both races on Friday night, 
and Team Chaparral/Yamaha's Jeremy 
McGrath, who split the two Sunday race 
wins with Emig but got the overall score 
on that final evening of racing. The only 
other rider to secure a race win was 
McGrath's Chaparral/Yamaha team- 
mate Jimmy Button, who blitzed the 
field for a race win on Saturday night. 

The Bercy race marked the second, 
third and fourth rounds of the FIM 
World Supercross Series. The first race 
was held in Spain and won by Emig, 
who vows to win this series for the sake 
of the trophy. 

"Troy Lee designed a really great tro- 
phy for the World Supercross Champi- 
on, and that's what I’m shooting for," 
said Emig, who has international races 
planned in Switzerland, Japan and Italy 
this winter. "I know it sounds kind of 
corny, but that trophy would look great 
in my living room!" 

The track at Bercy was tight, technical 
and tacky. The most unique feature of 
the track was the tunnel. At Bercy, the 
promoters utilize hallways under the 
stands to make for longer lap times. 
When the riders disappear under the sta- 
dium during the race, the spectators-are 
kept abreast of the action via live feeds 
on the stadium's massive television 
screens. Other track features included a 
large double/tabletop combo for the fin- 
ish line, a two-lane whoop stretch and 
one long rhythm section. The combina- 
tion of the technical track features and 
the tacky clay made for good, tight rac- 
ing throughout the weekend. 


250cc FRIDAY 


When the 250s started lining up for 
the start of the first moto of the night, 
there was one very noticeable absence 
on the grid. McGrath had failed to quali- 
fy out of the heat races earlier in the 
evening. Right after the start of 
McGrath's first heat race, he was struck 
from the inside and sent to the ground in 
the first turn. 

"When I got hit in the start of the heat 
race, my front disc was bent," said 
McGrath. "That's why I fell over a sec- 
ond time. I went into a turn and my 
front wheel locked. That's why I pulled 
off." 

As a result, McGrath had to go to the 
last-chance qualifier and had to start on 
the second row. Off the start, the former 
Supercross Champion was mired in the 
back of the pack. As the six-lap race pro- 
gressed, McGrath was able to pull up 
behind Belgian rider Jimmy Verburgh in 
fourth, and needed fourth or better to 
qualify. On the final go-around in the 
LCQ, McGrath and Verburgh swapped 
and reswapped positions, but when they 
crossed the finish line, it was the young 
Belgian who had the advantage. 

The first night of racing at Bercy 
belonged to Team Kawasaki's Huffman. 
In the first race, Huffman was second off 
the start, behind Suzuki's Greg Albertyn. 
At first, it looked as though Albertyn 
was going to run away with the race - 
but Huffman reeled Albertyn in and оп 
the fifth lap Huffman made the pass. 

“I just started riding tight and making 
a lot of mistakes - lots of stupid things 
that cost me a lot," said a dejected Alber- 











tyn. “As a result, I got tense and started 
blowing it even more.” 

Just behind Albertyn was Emig, 
Frenchmen Mickael Maschio and Mick- 
ael Pichon. Maschio set after Emig with a 
vengeance. For the first seven laps, Mas- 
chio was close enough to Emig to rub 
wheels. On the sixth lap, Maschio made 
а гип on Emig and passed him. On the 
very next lap, Emig squeezed Maschio 
off into the wall in the tunnel - the first 
of several rough moves Emig would 
make during the weekend. Maschio was 
now out of the picture, but during the 
Emig-Maschio battle, Pichon was able to 
catch up to the Kawasaki-mounted 
American. Pichon immediately started 
his attack and, 10 laps into the race, the 
U.S.-based Suzuki rider got past.

In the tunnel, coming out of 
a turn, Pichon was attempting to cross 
lines behind Emig and clipped the num- 
ber-one-plated Kawasaki's rear wheel.

the time Sunday rolled around. Pingree overslept and. missed Sunday's 


timed practice. He did show up for his heat race, but he failed to qualify 
for the motos. After that; he decided.not to go to the last-chance qualifier. 
Instead; he opted to go back to the hotel and rest. 


When Jeremy McGrath failed to qualify for Friday night's motos 


through his heat race and pulled off the track, he finished too far back to 
qualify for the last-chance qualifier. However, the promoters knew they 
had to give McGrath a shot at qualifying, so they let him in the LCQ any- 
way. After doing so, they were hit with a landslide of complaints from the 


other riders who didn't qualify for the LCQ. The result? If they were going · 


to let McGrath ride, they had to let everyone ride. The (СО on Friday 
night had two rows of racers on the starting line. McGrath joined the back 
row and failed to qualify again. 


Stefan Everts was absent from the competition grid at Bercy, but he 
did show up to spectate on Sunday. Even though Everts: isn't riding the 
World Supercross Series, don't think for a moment he has escaped the 


off-season travel rigors. By the end of the year, Everts will have been to 
Australia, Brazil, Japan and the United States, setting up deals for his "98 
season. 


When the promoters of the Paris-Bercy Supercross started doing the 
event 15 years ago, the only riders they brought over were Broc Glover 
and Rick Johnson. They only needed one minivan and two hotel 
rooms. Over the years, the number of riders has gone up and down, but 
the size of the American entourage has steadily increased. This year there 


' were only 10 riders from the United States in Paris, but the entourage 


was во big, the promoters were forced to get a large tour bus in which to 
haul them around instead of the three minivans that showed up at the air- 
port. 


In past years, the opening ceremonies at Bercy have been legendary. | 


They have dropped full-sized airplanes from the ceiling. They have built 
giant robotic hands that would open, revealing the riders previously con- 
cealed in their grasp. They brought in cowboys and Indians from Euro Dis- 
neyland. They have éven built spaceships on the floor of the Bercy stadi- 
um. This year, the show was a little more watered down. Instead of using 
a theme as in the past, the promoters opted to go with a. simpler format 
to open the show. The highlight of the ceremony. came when the-top rid- 
ers from France and America were lowered from the ceiling at opposing 
ends of the stadium. The only- problem with the plan was the smoke from 
the fireworks that were taped to the. platforms; the smoke gagged the 
unsuspecting riders on the platforms. "It was bad up in the platform dur- 


_ ing the opening ceremonies;" said Damon Huffman. "We-were laying on 


the floor, literally choking, trying to breathe through our jerseys. | couldn't 
believe it.

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it looked as though this would be a 
repeat of the first moto - but McGrath 
had other plans for the night. McGrath 
passed Emig, for the lead on the second 
lap, much to the delight of the crowd, 
but before the cheering died down, But- 
ton came from out of nowhere to pass 
both Emig and McGrath within a lap of 
each other to take the lead and eventual- 
ly the win. 

“Т don’t know what happened to me 
out there,” Button said. “Something just 
popped into me. I was stoked I got a 
good start, and all of a sudden all my 
lines just started working perfectly. I 
was carrying so much speed through the 
first turn, over the jumps and into the 
turn before the finish line. Every lap 1 
was picking up a second a lap. The bike 
was working good. I haven't ridden like 
that since 1994. Once I passed Jeremy, it 
was weird being in the lead. It's been а 
while." 

Emig's third-place finish in the moto 
was good enough to give him the overall 
for the night. "It feels very, very good to 
finally get the overall win here," said an 
elated Emig. "I knew I had to stay right 
with McGrath to get the win. Button 
rode an incredible race - we've never 
seen anything like that from Button! He 
looked more like McGrath than himself. 
Maybe they switched gear." 


250cc SUNDAY 


By the third day at Paris, everybody 
had had enough. Three days of racing 
puts a lot of strain on the riders. They 
were tired. They were jet-lagged. They 
were done. But they had one night of 
racing left. 

Right out of the gate in the first moto, 
Emig finally got a bad start and was 
squeezed off, which forced him to make 














а 180-degree left-hand turn that tossed 
him to the ground and out of contention. 

“Т definitely got pimped out,” said 
Emig. “Mickael Maschio was on my 
right and McGrath was on my left. All 
three of us were pretty even out of the 
gate. Maschio moved over on me and I 
made a real intense left/right, and it spit 
me off the bike.” 

McGrath finally got his game back in 
the first moto - he holeshot the race on 
his Chaparral-backed YZ250 and never 
looked back. He looked like the McGrath 
of old, when he was on a Honda, and 
picked up the win easily. Behind him 
was a hard-charging contingent of 
French riders bent on a good showing in 
front of the partisan crowd. Yves 
Demaria led the train, followed by Mas- 
chio and Kawasaki-mounted Frederic 
Bolley, across the finish line. 

In the second 250cc moto.of the night, 
Emig once again rocketed to the front of 
the pack, followed closely by McGrath 
and Button. Several times during the 
race, McGrath made advances on Emig 
to attempt to take the lead away, but 
Emig covered his lines well and never 
allowed a pass. However, McGrath was 
getting even more pressure from his 
friend, teammate and roommate - third- 
placed Button. Button did get by 
McGrath for a brief moment, but 
McGrath quickly regained his advantage 
and finished second in the race. That sec- 
ond-place finish was good enough to 
give McGrath the overall win for the 
night. 

"I'm really stoked that I was able to 
win the overall tonight,” said McGrath. 
“Tonight, the outside whoops were 
faster and, with two bikes in the outside 
whoops, there was no getting around. It 
was really hard to pass out there. I felt 
faster than Jeff tonight, but there was 
nowhere to get around him in the sec- 
ond moto. Jeff was riding good tonight. 
He rode all the right lines. He was defi- 
nitely faster tonight than he was last 
night.” 

As for his first-night disaster, 
McGrath said it was an aberration. 
“What happened Friday night was bull- 
shit! And last night, Button threw a wild 
hair in my program - but I’m happy for 
him; he’s riding very well. I think I could 
have won King of Bercy if I would have 
done anything on Friday night.” €N

ultipurpose motorcycles 
usually end up being frus- 
_ | tratingly flawed, their effec- 
<— tiveness in any of the sectors 
in which they aim to excel usually 
blunted by the inherent compromises 
such all-arounder aspirations entail. Try 
taking a so-called “street enduro” with 
two or more cylinders any farther off- 
road than the local car wash, for exam- 
ple, and you'd best remember to take 
your cellular phone along so you can 
call for a winch to pull the bike upright 
when you tip it over in the dirt. 

In the past decade, the one shining 
exception to this usually flawed concept 
of universality has been Honda's 
VFR750, deservedly recognized as the 
benchmark of multipurpose motorcy- 
cling, thanks to its ability to deliver 
everyday ridability and two-up load fac- 
tors combined with the zest and perfor- 
mance of a good-handling sportbike. 

You wouldn't ever have called the 
VFR750 a thrilling bike to ride, but it 
sure was fun as well as practical; for bik- 
ers who wanted or could afford just a

single motorcycle for a variety of riding 
purposes, rather than a garage full of 
finely focused mounts, this was the one 
to have. 

Not anymore. In the very same week 
in which John Kocinski brought 
Honda's four-year quest of four-stroke 
racing's holy grail - the World Super- 
bike crown - to a successful conclusion, 
the Japanese manufacturer launched its 
completely revamped VFR - dubbed the 
“Interceptor” - on the world stage at the 
Paris Show. This model's all-new, fuel- 
injected 781cc V-four engine is essential- 
ly a larger version of the same motor as 
is used in Kocinski's title-winning RC45. 

As such, it's a bit of a pay-back. The 
RC30 that kicked off Honda's suprema- 
cy in the Major League of superbike rac- 
ing a decade ago in the hands of Fred 
Merkel was itself a spinoff of the very 
first VFR750, launched back at the end 
of 1985, and was Honda's attempt to 
create a new kind of two-wheeled all- 
arounder by combining performance 
and handling worthy of an Isle of Man 
TT-winning sportbike, with the comfort 
and practicality of a more mundane 
tourer. 

As the tens of thousands of VFR cus- 
tomers all over the world in the decade 
since then will tell you, Honda succeed- 
ed. However, the one thing about being 
creative is that you invite others to copy 
you while you set standards at which 
they can aim. Ask Chrysler. 

For just as Chrysler created the 
Multi-Purpose Vehicle category (MPV) 
on four wheels back in 1983 when they 
launched the Voyager minivan, so 
Honda effectively created its two- 
wheeled counterpart twe years later 
with the VFR750. Chrysler went on to 
sell more than 6 million Voyagers over 
the next 12 years, during which time its 
original concept was copied and gradu- 
ally surpassed by everyone from Toyota 
to Ford. 

But then Chrysler reinvented the 
people carrier two years ago with the 
born-again Voyager, and leapfrogged 
back over its replicator rivals to the top 
of the MPV heap by using its unrivaled 
experience in the MPV market to set a 
new set of benchmarks for the next 
development cycle. 

Now the same thing’s happened on 
two wheels. After years as the king of 
multipurpose motorcycles, the VFR's 
status as sport tourer supreme had 














gradually been eroded - first Бу BMW, 
but especially by Ducati recently with 
the new ST2. Honda’s reclothing of the 
VFR750 in 1994 with NR750-inspired 
styling only postponed the day of reck- 
oning. But, just like Chrysler with the 
MPV, Honda has responded by re- 
inventing the MPM: The multipurpose 
motorcycle has been born again. 

There wasn’t much doubt of that 
when the new VER (no numbers; Honda 
has recognized that’s what everyone 
called it anyway) was unveiled at Paris 
in September. Just reading the spec 
sheet and eyeballing the show bike had 
you convinced the best had just gotten 
better. | 
And riding the new VFR оп a press 
launch on Italian roads a month later 
confirmed that impression, despite (or 
because of?) the fact that the introduc- 
tion to the bike was held in pouring 
rain. 

The world's finest all-around. motor- 
cycle - the bike that for the past decade 
you'd have chosen over all others as a 
true MPM - has leapfrogged back to the 
top to set a fresh set of multipurpose 
standards, building on its RC45 heritage 
to add spirit to function. This is now a 
bike with the capacity to thrill as well as 
satisfy. In uprating the VFR's perfor- 
mance and sharpening its road skills, 
Honda has moved the sport-touring 
goal posts almost out of sight of its 
rivals. 

However, the КС45 isn't the only one 
in Honda's family of bikes that played a 
part in this; one year ago, with the debut 
of the V-twin VTR1000 sportbike, it was 
apparent the company had opted to kick 
off its foray into the territory of what 
had hitherto been the almost exclusive 
ground of the European manufacturers 
by building a twin-cylinder version of 
the VFR750, opting for a practical, all- 
around sport twin rather than a super- 
bike with lights. 

Now, a year later, Honda’s turned 
the tables. Conceptwise, the new VFR is 
a four-cylinder version of the VTR1000! 
Like the twin, the VFR now has its Pro- 
Arm single-sided swingarm pivoting in 
the engine cases, Ducati-style, enabling 
the new triple-box-section extruded- 
alloy twin-spar frame to be 2.2 pounds 
lighter than the old VFR750's, while 
allowing the 16-valve DOHC 90-degree 
V-four engine to act as an integral, fully 
load-bearing part of the chassis, further 
reducing weight and bulk. Again like 
the VTR, the VFR's twin water radiators 
аге side-mounted, allowing Honda to 
overcome the inherent weight-distribu- 
tion problem of V-four motors by posi- 
tioning the engine farther forward rela- 
tive to the axles than it could before, so 
as to increase front-end weight bias. 

Yet Honda engineers also managed 
to reduce the wheelbase by 1.2 inches 
compared to the old VFR750, and also to 
use sportier steering geometry for nim- 
bler handling. 

However, if Honda's new Interceptor 
owes much of its overall chassis layout 


to the VTR twin, it's to the RC45 super- . 


bike World Champion that it owes its 
engine design, for this is John Boy's 
motor made over - even down to the 
metal-composite cylinder sleeves (4.4 
pounds lighter than the steel equiva- 
lents) and the PGM-FI fuel-injection sys- 
tem, which is closely related to the 
RC45's. However, this system turns out, 
in fact, to be an improvement over the 
World Champion superbike's EFI pack- 


age, because the VFR's is a next-genera- . 


tion, fully integrated engine-manage- 
ment system incorporating both EFI and 
ignition, whereas the RC45 has separate 
fuel-injection and ignition systems (due 





to having come from two different man- 


ufacturers). 

Compared to the old 70 x 48.6mm 
VFR750 with its central cam drive, the 
new УЕК-тпофог is ап upsized 72 x 
48mm version of the RC45, its 2mm- 
longer stroke (compared to the super- 
bike) delivering a capacity of 781cc. As 
on the RC45, it has the gear drive to the 
twin overhead camshafts per cylinder 
bank moved to the right side of the 
engine, allowing closer cylinder spacing 
and elimination of one crankshaft jour- 
nal, all for a more compact layout and 
reduced weight and friction compared 
to the old central-cam-drive VFR750. 
But, unlike the 360-degree crank throws 
of the RC45, the new VFR is fitted with a 
180-degree crank in order, Honda says, 
to offer "a smoother, wider range of per- 
formance in all riding conditions." 
Honda might also point to improved 
exhaust scavenging and reduced pump- 
ing.losses in 180-degree guise, but even 
that's not the whole story. 

Because when you sling a rain-suited 
leg over the VFR and thumb the starter, 
the hidden benefit of that 180-degree 
crank becomes apparent: This is a 
motorcycle engine with added personal- 
ity - as well as the extra traction of a big- 
bang motor. 

The offbeat lilt of the exhaust note at 
idle and flat drone at high speeds sound 
vaguely familiar - but try gassing it up 
from 1500 revs upward, and not only 
will the VFR's motor pull seamlessly 
away without a stutter, it'll sound like a 


" double Ducati while doing so, until 


things smooth out at 4000 revs and 
beyond. (Sorry - er, make that a double 
VTR!) | 

However you look at it, it is a very 
distinctive note - no other motorcycle 
sounds like this, not even (for obvious 
reasons) an КС45. And not many others 
are as comfy and pleasurable to sit on 
and ride, because Honda’s trademark 
attention to detail and quality of manu- 
facture comes to the fore on the new 
bike. 

Take the riding position: It is ideal 
for a 6-footer like me, and also apparent- 
ly suited other, shorter riders with 
whom I swapped impressions - all with- 
out adjusting the quite high-set handle- 
bars that can only swivel back and forth 
anyway, not alter for rake or height 
(why not, though? BMW's do). 

Okay, one size fits all. But that also 
applies to the 31.7-inch seat height (up 
2 of an inch from the 750) and the hefty 
hero-tabbed footpegs - just the right 
position for comfort in freeway-cruising 
or touring modes, yet pretty well-placed 
for scratching around Racer Road. 
(Well, it did start to dry up on the way 
home, so I did). 

I wonder how long it took Honda's 
R&D staff to dial up such an ideal 
stance, juggling so many variables to the 
last fraction of an inch. However long it 
took, it was worth it. The seat's quite 
comfy, too, and the screen is cleverly 
designed so that the central air vent 
above the twin headlamps directs air 





nylon. 


under the windscreen to raise the height 
of the airstream hitting the rider when 
he's going fast, reducing blast and roar. 
This is clever stuff and it really works: 
Cruising at 110 mph (the VFR's comfy 
mile-eating gait on a freeway), you're 
just sitting there in your own little enve- 
lope, untroubled by excessive wind buf- 
feting or noise, with no need to hold too 
tightly on to the bars to maintain your 
ideal stance. Honda's wind-tunnel- 
developed aerodynamics really work in 
terms of reducing rider fatigue over the 
long haul, and the weather protection 
offered by the fairing, which has rough- 
ly the same frontal area as the old bike's 
but with much less drag due to 
improved aerodynamics, was pretty 
good, too. 

Short haul's spiffy, as well. You 


notice at once that the shorter wheelbase | 


(coupled with the new, more sporty 
steering geometry) makes the new VFR 
quite a bit more agile and easy-steering 
than the old bike. This was especially 
evident in a morning's ride along twist- 
ing Italian mountain passes, once I'd 
learned to trust the dual-compound 
BT57 Bridgestones in the wet conditions. 
These have better grip in the rain than I 
expected with such a minimalist tread 
pattern, and delivered no frights in spite 
of the lousy weather. The round profile 
of the 180/55 rear probably suits the 
VFR's multipurpose nature well, too, 
and the 120/70 front's fairly pointy 
shape helps promote that nimble han- 
dling. 

The revised engine position and 
altered weight bias of the new bike join 
with the steering geometry in eliminat- 
ing the power understeer on fast turns 
from which the old VFR750 suffered 
(because the motor was too far back in 
the frame), delivering more neutral 
steering at speed and making it easier to

hold a tight line at constant revs on a 
twisting freeway. 

And while the damp roads prevent- 
ed an opinion of how well the VFR's 
suspension works on the limit, the ride 
quality of the Showa 41mm cartridge 


` forks (same as on the old 750, but with 


10mm more travel - 120mm front and 
rear) and Pro-Link rear end over some 
pretty dire patchwork road surfaces was 
excellent. 

The VFR feels solid and well-made. 
Riding it gives the impression you're on 
a refined product. Its build quality real- 
ly stands out, and so does the detailing, 
from the adjustable clutch and brake 
levers to the light, smooth takeup of the 
eight-plate hydraulic clutch, the clear 
dash with easy-to-read instruments that 
are a model for others, and the well- 
placed mirrors that absolutely do not 
vibrate even at 125-plus-mph speeds. 

There's room for a U-lock in the stor- 
age space under the passenger seat, but 
though the strong anchor points on the 
rear bodywork will make strapping on 
luggage quite easy (though fitting a tank 
bag would be difficult - there's nowhere 
to clip it on to), there's one major omis- 
sion that is very surprising, given 
Honda's otherwise thorough approach 
to practicality, and that's the lack of any 
receptacle to stash loose change or credit 
cards in, making each stop to pay your 
way a source of irritation - especially in 
a rain suit! The passenger accomodation 
is excellent, with the substantial twin 
handgrips ideally placed and the foot- 
pegs not too high. This is a true people 
mover. 

Yet it is also one with a sporting soul, 
for however well-rounded the old bike 
was, the fact that the design of its carbu- 
reted engine first saw the light more 
than a decade ago was getting hard to 
ignore. Also, its performance was more

worthy than exciting. Honda has fixed 
that. Not only is the new RC45-based 
motor more compact and powerful than 
before (just under 110 hp at 10,500 rpm 
for a bike weighing 458 pounds dry), it 
also feels much more responsive and 
eager-revving, thanks to the PGM-F1 
fuel injection's crisp fuel delivery and 
light action of the butterfly throttles in 
its four 36mm throttle bodies. Those 
who are unaccustomed to the deft 
response of an EFI throttle might regard 
this as oversensitive and abrupt, but 
now that motorcycles are at last follow- 
ing the humblest of cars and gradually 
adopting EFI across the board, people 
are going to have to get used to coping 
with what is nothing more than added 
precision. On the VFR, what you dial up 
on the twist grip is delivered instantly to 
the back wheel, making the bike acceler- 
ate harder and more cleanly all through 
the rev range. 

The power delivery is smooth and 
flexible, with an ultraflat torque curve 
that most other manufacturers can only 
dream of. You can just throw a gear at it 
and, so long as the engine's revving 
somewhere above four grand, it'll get 
up and go. The result is a motor that - 
while it's quite happy tilting at the 
11,800 rpm redline (something the old 
VFR750 wasn't especially fond of) - 
never really invites уоц о rev it that 
hard, even if you want to pretend your 
last name's Kocinski. 

Instead, you ride the waves of 
torque, short-shifting at around 8000 
revs and, with the average 1200-rpm 
gap in the six-speed cluster's middle 
ratios, always find yourself back in the 
meaty part of the powerband when you 
hit the next-higher gear, without experi- 
encing the hiccup or snatch on power 
takeup that was sometimes noticeable 
on the old bike. 

The shift action is absolutely perfect - 
so precise and smooth you can actually 
shift down without the clutch as well as 
up, like when you're cruising on a free- 
way in top and need a little extra zap to 
pass a truck before it pulls out on you. 
Though this is not normally a recom- 
mended option, you can do this silently 
on the VFR and take advantage of the 
closeness of the top two ratios that are 
just 800 rpm apart. 

Combined with the EFI computer, 
which selects a different map depend- 
ing upon what gear you're in, you're 
presented with an extra kick of accelera- 
tion at the touch of a foot and the twist 
of a wrist - nothing more. But the VFR 
is pretty high-geared: 100 mph takes 
only 6800 rpm to obtain, and at 125 
mph, the engine's only turning at 8400 
revs. Just loping along at 75 mph uses 
only 5000 rpm. This is a very long- 
legged (and presumably economical) 
motorcycle, as befits its sport-touring 
status. 

But it's also a fast one: I saw 150 mph 
on the way back to the coast, before run- 
ning out of space, with still another 
thousand revs to the redline. The VFR is 
certainly a 155-plus-mph bike, in which 
case it's as fast as the BMW K1200RS 
with two-thirds of its engine capacity 
and 20 bhp less horsepower - but a lot 
less weight and bulk, and much more 
agile handling. And that's before con- 
sidering the price difference... 

Or the fact that the Honda brakes 
superbly, even in the wet, thanks to the 
latest version of the Dual CBS linked 
system as is fitted to the CBR1100XX - 
and to Aaron Slight's works RC45 racer, 
though teammate Kocinski opted out 
and had it removed. The VFR has three 
differentially operated three-piston 
Nissin calipers with two independent 





hydraulic systems, with the hand lever 
operating the front calipers' outer cylin- 
ders and the middle one in the rear (via 
a remote secondary master cylinder), 
and the foot pedal the others. This deliv- 
ers a very balanced feel that gave lots of 
confidence in the wet conditions of the 
launch ride: Not trusting the cocktail of 
surfaces on Italian country roads, I was 
using the foot pedal mainly at slower 
speeds on really treacherous surfaces, 
and the rear brake bias worked well, 
and safely. But then, on drying roads, 
and especially at high speeds on the 
autostrada, mainly using the front lever 
made the bike stop well in sporting 
mode, but without excessive front-end 
dive - even with the soft suspension set- 
tings chosen to maximize ride quality. 
This ensures that the front suspension 
keeps working properly and that the 
steering geometry remains more or less 
constant. There's more feel with the 
Honda CBS system than with a hub-cen- 
ter bike like the Tesi or ASP, which also 
brake very flat: You can better sense 
what the front tire's doing. Then, by 
using both foot and hand levers and 
squeezing hard, you can stop really 
quickly. Only, you need a dry road, 
too... 

But because the two brake systems 
are mutually independent, not only 
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have you got a car-type dual setup's 
extra safety, you сап also dial up differ- 
ent braking responses depending on the 
conditions, once you learn how to mix 
and match the two. ГЇЇ admit to being 
cynical about Honda's linked-brake 
package in the past, and I'm still not 
convinced it has a place on a racer, or a 
sportbike like the CBR1100XX. But in its 
VFR application, on an MPM, I've 
become a believer. 

In the past decade, the VFR750 
became accepted as the benchmark for

all-arounder excellence - a true multi- 
purpose motorcycle that was good at 
everything, with no chinks in its armor. 
Now, for sure, the best has become still 
better. Just like one of those irritating 
kids you had to deal with at school, the 
one whose feat of combining an A-plus 
grade average with star status on the 
football field or sports track leaves his 
peers feeling hopelessly envious and/or 
inadequate, Honda's new VFR is the 
bike that can do everything - from 
scratching down Racer Road on a Sun- 
day morning to touring two-up into the 
far blue yonder, with the queen of the 
cheerleaders behind you, clutching her 
arms around your waist. 

Well, we can all dream, can't we? €N

Big Six Grand Prix Series came 
to an end in a totally different 
fashion than did the five rounds before 
it. The Prospectors MC 12th annual Cali- 
fornia Grand Prix, held at the Hungry 
Valley SVRA, saw many faces unfamil- 
iar to the series іп the winner's circle. 
Few races saw the usual favorites pre- 
vail but, regardless of the outcome, 
spectators and riders alike were treated 
to close battles and a slower-than-usual 
course that only allowed competitors 
three laps before the checkered flag fell. 

Twelve races were scheduled for the 
entire weekend, most of them at an hour 
apiece. The 10-mile course employed the 
cement-based Quail Canyon starting 
gate for takeoff, a professionally 
groomed motocross track, and approxi- 
mately eight miles of washes and wind- 
ing two-track trails that hug the hillsides 
of Hungry Valley. 

The 40-rider gate dropped for the 
first time at the start of the Unclassified 
race, but not for everyone. Rider turnout 
was so high that three rows were used 
at the start, requiring some competitors 
to work their way up from behind 
before reaching the front of the pack. 
CR500-mounted Donnie Morrison start- 
ed on the second row and, amazingly 
enough, worked his way up to ninth at 
the end of the motocross section. By the 
end of the first lap, Morrison had passed 
IMS-backed Randy Norman for the lead. 

The most exciting scuffle of the race 
was between the 250s of Andy Segale 
and Joey Lanza, who also started on the 
second row. They too had worked their 
way around a fading Norman and had

managed to grab the second and third 
places, respectively. As the checkered 
flag fell for Morrison and his first 
Unclassified win of the year, the crowd 
waited anxiously for Segale and Lanza 
to come into sight. When the two KX 
riders came into view, Segale was still 
heading up second place, but Lanza was 
right on his tail. As luck would have it, a 
sandy turn got the best of Segale, and so 
did Lanza when Segale laid it down 
with the finish line in sight. Lanza liter- 
ally motored right over the downed 
rider and into second place, posting his 
best overall finish of the year. Segale 
was able to salvage third just before the 
hard-charging YZ250 of John Rudder 
could catch him. 

When the Vet Expert / Amateur race 
rolled around just before noon on Satur- 
day, Team Green's Paul Krause seemed 
to be the clear-cut favorite, as he has been 
all year. His biggest worry appeared to 
be a hotter-than-ever Morrison, who was 
already familiar with the course due to 
his dust-free Unclassified win. However, 
Morrison turned out to be the least of 
Krause 's worries, as CR250-mounted 
Drey Dirks used his years of motocross 
skills to nab the holeshot. Krause, on his 
KX500, filled in behind Dirks, followed 
by Segale and Rudder. 

“I got kind of a bogus start," Krause 
said about his second-place start. “1 
could gain on Drey out in the desert, but 
he'd pull away in the motocross (sec- 
tion). I just couldn't get him in time." 

Time did indeed гип out for Krause, 
who still claimed the Vet Open-class 
win despite a second-overall race finish. 
Dirks' lead was monstrous at the check- 
ered flag despite crashing twice out on 
the back section of the course. The over- 
all win was Dirks' first in the series. 
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Third to the finish 
behind Krause was 
Rudder, tailed by Mor- 
rison. 

The talk of the pits 
on Saturday was the 
Team race, which post- 
ed a $1200 purse for the 
winning team. Last 
year's winning team of 
Dirks and motocrosser 
Spud Walters wasted 
little time working their 
way to the front aboard 
the same 250 that Dirks 
used in the Vet race. As 
the hour-and-a-half 
team effort wound 
down, the Dirks/Wal- 
ters team stayed at the 
top of the lap sheet all 
the way to the finish, 
exchanging the bike after every lap and 
pitting only once. Grand Prix specialist 
Oakley Lehman brought out motocross- 
er Jeff Willoh as his teammate to pilot 
Lehman’s Team Green-backed KX250. 
The duo turned in an impressive ride 
and collected the second-place prize 
money. Previous event winner Jimmy 
Lewis teamed with Dave Donatoni on a 
CR250 to claim third. The first Open 
bike to finish was the KX500 of Krause 
and Dave Ondas, followed by an 
impressive fifth-place effort from 
YZ125-mounted Ryan Dudek and Joel 
Albrecht. The Prospectors awarded 
prize money down to 10th place. 

The big news on Sunday was the out- 
come of the Vintage/Classic/Four- 
Stroke/Dual Sport race, in which Senior 
race winner Rex Staten relived his glory 
days aboard a 1979 Maico 400. Staten 
took the holeshot and won the race, fol- 
lowed closely by XR600-mounted Jeff 
Capt. Capt, who won the Four-Stroke 
class on Saturday at a National Hare 
and Hound in Nevada, was leading the 
stroker class despite being in second 
overall behind Staten. Capt worked on 
Staten back and forth, but the strong- 
running classic Maico would not budge. 

“He (Capt) got by me once,” said 
Staten about momentarily losing the 
lead. “He went around me on the out- 
side once, but I was able to get in under- 
neath him at the next turn.” 

The last event of the weekend was 
the long-awaited 250cc race. Lanza 
jumped out to an early lead, followed by 
an onslaught of fast-charging riders, 
including Doug Chiapuzio, Lehman and 
Team Green ace Steve Hengeveld, who 
worked his way through the pack after 
getting hung up in the starting gate. On 
the second lap, Lanza’s hammered 
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(Left) Doug Chiapuzio won the 250cc 
Expert class and finished third overall in 
the Open class at the Prospectors MC 
California Grand Prix.

KX250 was 15 seconds ahead of Chia- 
puzio, who had already chalked up an 
impressive third-overall finish in the 
Open race behind Krause and Ondas. 
Racing for his first overall win, Lanza 
pushed a little too hard, cartwheeling 
his bike in the desert section. Chiapuzio 
cruised by Lanza and motored all the 
way to the finish, claiming his first over- 
all win of the series. Lanza brushed him- 
self off in time to claim second, followed 
by race favorites Lehman and 
Hengeveld, who were evenly spaced 
out due to the dust. 

“I think we all crashed out there,” 
said a determined Lanza, who posted 
two second-place finishes for the week- 
end. “It doesn’t matter, though. I should 
have won it.” €N

1-2 
eam Green Kawasaki's Brian Kee- 
gan and Bromley Suzuki's Barry 

= Hawk Jr. put in three hours of 
eddy flawless riding to win the 1997 
Team Hare Scramble Championship of 
the World. The 15th running of the 
Team Hare Scramble drew more than 
200 teams over the two-day event. 

The event's format includes a dead- 
engine Le Mans-style start and pit stops 
that require riders to pass off to each 
other their team's tag and bar code, 
which are used to score the event. 

Mark Hyde teamed up with Jeff Rus- 
sell, and local favorite Kevin Brown 
picked former National Hare Scramble 
Champion Tony Hendon as his partner, 
and the four old-timers in the Pro class 
had a great battle at the end of the day. 
Another rider who has competed in pre- 
vious events is Team Suzuki's Larry 
Pegram. Pegram took time out from his 
superbike testing to try to redeem himself 
for a subpar performance two years ago. 

Pegram and teammate Andy Bran- 
non finished the race off the pace. 

Action Sports promoter Drew Wolfe 
staged the riders for their downhill 
footrace to their bikes. Scott Plessinger 
was the first rider to his bike, and he led 
the field to the first turn. Keegan had his 
Kawasaki glued to Plessinger's rear 
wheel as the two GNCC stars tried to 
break away from the field. Keegan's run 
at the front hit a snag in the tricky grass- 
track sections. 

"Gene O'Nail came across in front of 
me and when I touched the brakes, I slid 
down," Keegan said. 

O'Nail's move put Keegan into sec- 
ond, and Doug Blackwell fell to the back 
of the field after getting caught in Kee- 
gan's crash. 

Plessinger made the next mistake. 

"| hit something and it nearly threw 
me over the bars," Plessinger said. 

Conner moved his number-one 
machine into the lead halfway through 
the first lap, ahead of O'Nail, Hyde and 





Blackwell. Conner took a wrong turn 
and surrendered the lead to Blackwell, 
who was not able to hold off Keegan, 
who led Blackwell and Heath Bennett to 
the scoring barrels. Blackwell strung 
together two quick laps to take control 
of the race, ahead of Keegan and 
Plessinger. Blackwell has never won this 
event and, when he handed the lead to 
teammate Scott McLaughlin, his pre- 
race strategy was working. 

“I want to get a big lead early and 
cruise to the win," Blackwell had said. 

Unfortunately, McLaughlin ran into 
problems on his second lap on the 5.1- 
mile course. 

"Jason Dahners caught me on my 
second lap and passed me when I went 
to pass a lapper and hit a stump or a 
log," McLaughlin said. "It shot me 
straight into a tree wide open, wrapping 
me around the tree." 

McLaughlin got back to the pits, but 
his last two riding stints were tough as 
he tried to compete with an injured hip. 

Dahners was tearing up the course, 
and the pre-race favorites were looking 
unbeatable until lap 10. "My throttle cable 
broke about a mile from the barrels on the 
grass-track section before we looped back 
into the woods," Dahners said. "I knew 
exactly what it was, because it's happened 
three times to me this year." 

Heath Bennett led lap 11, then turned 
it over to teammate Robbie Jenks, 
putting Conner into the lead. Conner 
pitted one lap later and Keegan took 
over the point position. Plessinger and 
Dahners' chance for the win ended on 
the next lap, when they had to pit to put 
gas in Plessinger's bike - the machine 
they had to share because of the broken 
throttle cable. 

Early contender O'Nail fell back 
when a stump got jammed in his brake 
pedal, and his teammate Gary Roach 
had two big crashes, slowing their 
charge to the front. 

With all of the rider swaps, the last 
three laps would decide the champi- 
onship. Keegan rode one lap; then he 
had to hand the lead back to Hawk.

"On the fifth lap, a tree limb poked a 
hole in my radiator and I had to pit," 
gan said.

With two laps to go, Hawk held a 30- 
second lead after Shephard and Conner 
bobbled the tag exchange. Conner's 
charge didn't start out well: Two 
lapped riders crashed right in front of 
him, taking Conner down. Conner 
picked up his bike and cut Hawk's lead 
down to 24 seconds as they took the 
white flag. 

“1 rode the last lap kamikaze-style," 
Conner said. "I knew I could catch up, 
because I had been able to make up time 
on nearly everyone today." 

Conner turned in the fastest lap of 
the day to run down Hawk. As they 
entered the grass track, Hawk could 
hear Conner's Yamaha gaining on him. 
Hawk knew what to do when the pres- 
sure was on. 

"I've ridden in a lot of big races, and 
I knew if I tried to push in the grass 
track, I might fall,” Hawk explained, “so 
I backed it down a little and tried to 
hold the inside lines." 

Hawk's last lap was his team's fastest 
lap of the race, and when he passed a 
lapped rider with two turns to go, he 
sewed up the win. 

Conner crossed the line three seconds 
behind after an outstanding ride. Ben- 


nett sent Jenks out for the last lap, but 


Jenks was unlucky: 

“Т collided with a lapper with a mile 
to go, and Plessinger passed me for 
third," Jenks said. 

Blackwell and McLaughlin claimed 


fifth place, ahead of Roach and O'Nail. 


Hyde passed Héndon on the next-to-last 
lap, and then Brown took over for Hen- 
don. Brown screamed his 125cc Yamaha 
around the course trying to catch Hyde, 
but Hyde held on for seventh. Doug 
Rinehart and Shawn Sommers edged 
out Bub Thomas and Mike Crane to 
round out the top 10. 

Keegan and Hawk celebrated their 
first championship.

Claxton once again proved that 

consistency can pay off - especially 
in enduros - by winning the NETRA 
Black and Blue Enduro. Claxton spent 
the day at his usual fast pace, made no 
mistakes that he couldn't overcome, and 
reigned supreme over a tough field that 
took its share of knocks. 

"Knocking" is what it's all about at 
the Black and Blue Enduro because the 
terrain in central northern Connecticut is 
rocky and unforgiving, and, at this time 
of year, all the leaves are newly down, 
making it impossible to see rocks, roots, 
most of the mudholes - and sometimes 
the trail itself. The early riders some- 
times seem to use Braille to follow the 
arrows, and plenty of drizzling rain on 
the day of the event certainly didn't help 
the fun factor. 

This year, the NETRA championship 
would not depend on who did what at 
the Black and Blue. Last year's champ, 
Jason Cayer of Razee's Cycles, had 
already wrapped up the series at a previ- 
ous event, but was still on hand to collect 
perhaps one more trophy. Also on hand 
was local New Englander Kevin Hines, 
getting in one more ride before the win- 
ter shuts down the enduro series. Last 
year's NETRA hare scrambles champ, 


Tommy Norton, was also in attendance, 
as was the new hare scrambles champ, 
Josh McLevy. 

There was plenty of talent lined up 
for the start in merciful but short-lived 
dryness, with a total of only 130 riders 
braving conditions for the day. 

As usual, Hines jumped out in front, 
showing off his ample experience at 
enduros by entering the best score at the 
first points-taking check, check two. 
Hines dropped a 0:39, while Cayer and 
Norton came closest with a 0:57 and 0:55, 
respectively. Everyone else lost a point 
or more at that check, and the pack rum- 
bled off to the next two tight checks. 


Most zeroed check three, and then check 


four took a point from Hines, Norton, 
Cayer, Claxton, and Tech Tube's Bob 
White, who scored a previous NETRA 
overall win and is always in contention 
for top points. 

Check five was the first check-in to a 
serious points-taking section, where the 
top riders lost their first real points for 
the day. In this section, Norton showed 
his old hare scrambles style, and he 
unplugged a field's-best three-point loss 
at the check-out, check six. Hines and 
Cayer were right there, but they missed 
the flip, scoring a four at the check-out. 
That put Norton in the lead by a full 
point, but it was a risky place to be with 
two more zero checks coming up. 

Both checks seven and eight were 
easily made by most of the A riders; 


however, Norton 
stopped paying atten- 
tion before check eight 
and walked in before 
the flip, scoring two 
burn points. Hines lost 
concentration before 
check seven and went 
in a few seconds late, 
picking up an extra 
point there, while 
Cayer came clean 
through both, moving 
into the front-runner's 
position. 

On the way to 
check nine, things 
evened out again. 
Nine was an emer- 
gency check easily 
made by the top rid- 
ers, though Cayer fell 
asleep and went in 
past the flip, scoring a 
1:18, while Hines 
clocked another zero - 
0:31, to be exact - and 
the two were once 
again tied for points. 
Norton had the bad 
luck to tag a rock with his foot, spraining 
it - he found it impossible to ride, so he 
was out for the day. Claxton also scored 
a zero at check nine, as did White and 
McLevy, and a number of the better A- 
class riders, but Hines and Cayer still 
had them all by a point, at least. 

Josh McLevy got a chance to show off 
his hare scrambles skill at check 10, card- 
ing a blistering two points - half the 
points taken by Hines and Cayer. This 
moved Cayer up, but with his burn 
points from earlier, it didn't bring him 
much closer to the front. Hines and 
Cayer both scored fours, as did Bantam 
A rider Hans Neff. 

Check 11 was a known-control check 
into the last loop, a brutal pounding in a 
section of rocky forest outside of Union, 
Connecticut. Shortly after the check-in, 
Hines, who had decided to wick it up, 
leaped a ditch successfully but tagged a 
large, hidden rock with his engine. 
Clutch pieces blew all over the scenery 
and forced his retirement for the day. 

White, Cayer, McLevy and Neff all 
scored five points at the check-out 
(check 12), but in that section Claxton 
also seemed to come alive. He clocked 
out with only a four-point loss, and car- 
ried his momentum into the 13th check, 
which fell back-to-back with check 12. 
Claxton scored a single point at the 
check-out, while all other riders in con- 
tention scored two. 








This tied Claxton up with Cayer, 
although Cayer had no knowledge of 
this. Claxton knew he had a good score 
going and held on through the 14th 
check-in. He then flew to the check 15 
check-out with a five - fully one point 
better than anyone else, including Cayer. 
When all the cards were in, Claxton had 
the win overall, with 22 points lost to 
Cayer's 23. Third overall was Neff, who 
picked up the High Point A trophy with 
his 25-point score. White was fourth 
overall and second in the AA class, and 
Josh McLevy filled out the top five, with 
third AA. 

Scoring the High Point B award once 
again was Raffi Peterson of the CRE 
team, now impatient to be moved up to 
the A class, where he can do some real 
damage. Raffi scored a 38; the next-best 
B-class score was turned in by Ryan 
Brown, who topped the B Heavy class 
with a 49. The C High Point was taken 
by G. Diedrich, who topped the class on 
a shortened C course with 53 points lost, 
just nipping Four-Stroke C rider J. Grant 
with a 54. The lovely, yet formidable, 
Heidi Landon finished up her enduro 
season in the Women's class with anoth- 
er win, scoring 76 points to check 10. «х

in just his second season, the last thing 
Matt Hines wanted to do was end 1997 
with a loss. 

Even though he clinched the title two 
races earlier at the Sears Craftsman 
Nationals in Topeka, Kansas, Hines - 
who grew up in Whittier, California, not 
far from Pomona Raceway - had no 
problem motivating himself as he won 
for the eighth time in 14 races in front of 
a large group of family and friends at 
the Southern California strip during the 
NHRA Winston Drag Racing season 
finale, with a 7.35-to-7.41 win over John 
Smith in the final. 

Hines dominated for much of the 
event, but did not qualify in the top 
spot. That honor went to Angelle 
Seeling, who rode her Close Call Suzuki 
to a 7.35 to slip ahead of Hines, who ran 
a best of 7.36 aboard the Vance & Hines 
Suzuki, tuned by his father, Byron. 

Seeling, the winner of the Topeka 
event and a finalist at the most recent 
event in Memphis, Tennessee, wasn't 
able to continue her strong showing, as 
she was upset in round two by former 
champion Dave Schultz, giving Hines 
virtually a clear path to the title. 

Hines used his performance edge to 
his advantage in eliminations with a 
7.36 win over Larry Cook in round one, 
a 7.35 opposite Steve Johnsón's Slick 50 
Suzuki in the second, and a 7.40, his 
slowest run of eliminations, in the semis 
against Schultz, who trailed with a 7.48 
aboard his Sunoco-backed entry. 

Hines' victory over Cook in round 
one came with an added bonus in the

form of a new NHRA speed record of 
186.95 mph, slightly bettering his old 
mark of 186.37. 

"We came to this race thinking we 
could set the (elapsed time) record, but 
the weather conditions weren't right for 
that," said Hines, who also holds that 
record with a 7.29. "We didn't expect to 
get the mph record, though. That's a 
nice way to end the season. It shows 
that we have the power to run big num- 
bers." 

Hines also managed during his title 
run to accomplish one of the rarest feats 
in all of drag racing by going an entire 
season without losing in the first or sec- 
ond elimination round. Hines lost in the 
semis just twice in 14 races and has four 
runner-up finishes to go with his eight 
wins. 

"We got off to a bit of a slow start 
this season," said Hines, who didn't win

until the season’s fourth гасе іп Кісһ- 
mond, Virgina. “Fortunately, we fin- 
ished strong. My father and I have been 
in our shop for the last two weeks, 
preparing for this race and trying to stay 
focused.” 

Smith didn’t exactly end his season 
оп-а down note after losing the final. 
His semifinal win over John Myers gave 
him enough points to overtake Seeling 
for fourth place in the standings, a posi- 
tion he has occupied for the last three 
years. He also turned in a memorable 
season with a win at the inaugural event 
at Gateway International Raceway in 
Fairmont City, Illinois, and three other 
final-round appearances this season. 

“Of course I wanted to win, but we 
accomplished one of our major goals by 
finishing fourth in the points,” said 
Smith, the 1996 Winston Finals champ. 
“I managed to save face with the guys 
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(Тор) Newly crowned NHRA Pro Stock 
Bike champ Matt Hines and the Vance & 
Hines team celebrated for the eighth time 
this season after Hines won the season- 
ending Winston Finals at Pomona 
Raceway. Hines has now won 10 times in 
his two-year career.

Odom overalls Cowbell Enduro

BELLINGHAM, WA, OCT, 26 

Team Crutch rider Jeff Odom placed his name 
on line 67 of the Mount Baker Motorcycle Club 
Cowbell trophy after winning the 67th annual 
running of the Cowbell Enduro. 

Odom, riding a CR125, had 1995 Cowbell 
winner Gary Furrenes breathing down his neck 
until the finish control. Each carded a 12, but 
Furrenes was unable to make up the 30-second 
jump Odom got on him at the first emergency 
check, so Odom got the win. Chuck Bolton took 
third overall with a 15. 

The Mount Baker Motorcycle Club upheld 
its enduro traditions: The fast guys always win; 
this isn't what's called a “western” enduro; and 
it always rains. With a yearly rainfall of nearly 
40 inches, it's simply expected at the October 
event, which is run in the shadow of Mount 
Baker. This year's course was nearly 70 miles in 
length, and seemed leisurely enough with 
almost all the first half run at 15 miles per hour. 
Both emergency checks took points from every- 
one, with Odom and Furrenes being on the bot- 
tom half of their minute at the first. 

Nearly all the riders zeroed check one, which 
was near the bottom of the Widowmaker Trail. 





Section two included Race Horse Creek and | 
Slick Ribs Trail. This section ended back at the 
start area, with the checkers standing in the 
same spot, running the emergency check. 

In sections three and four, riders received 
mostly zeroes also, but B and C riders had no 
time to spare. Section five was the second emer- 
gency test. Miles of root-filled hillsides charac- 
terized this test. Trails included the Unknown 
Trail, Lower Harry Crack Up, McNutt and The 
Logger's Slacks. 

Two more sections brought them back to the 
gas stop, where the short-course riders turned in 
their cards. Chairman Lyle Duronso had warned 
them that loop three ran from the pit, at an ele- 
vation of about 400 feet, to the top of Slide 
Mountain, which rises to over 4100 feet. The rid- 
ers left for the mountain via Gloomy Gulch; 
Joe's Bridge, ЕІК Trail and Honda Hill. As they 
rounded the mountain and started along a 2- 
mile ridge, they had to contend with howling 
wind. The pre-rider said they were going to put 
up а sign that read, "Caution: High Winds" - but 
it blew away! 

Following the ridge was John's Highway, 
which is named after ISDE rider John Nielsen. 
This year the trail was a 1-mile downhill at 3 
mph. This gave most of the riders time to bull- 
dog their bikes if they needed to and still be 
close to key time. The final section included 
Miller Road Trail, Another Trail, and a repeat of 
Slick Ribs. This brought the riders back to the 
finish.

Atsuta wins warmup 
Perris Grand Prix

Suzuki's Yoshi Atsuta won the Unclassified race 
when GFI turned riders loose on a much longer, 
high-speed Perris Raceway track as a preview 
for the Elsinore Grand Prix. The day's program 
included Vintage and Bomber classes, along 
with the normal GFI program, with all riders 
anxious to put in their 40-minute workout. 

The Unclassified Grand Prix blasted off the 
line at 8 a.m. sharp, with factory Suzuki rider 
Yoshi Atsuta reeling off the holeshot, followed 
by Steve Drew, Taka Atsuta and Akira Narita, 
Yoshi Atsuta maintained his lead to the check- 
ers, and Taka Atsuta and Narita eventually got 
around Drew to round out the top three. 

Race number two saw the same players, with 
the addition of Moto XXX-backed Mike Metzger, 
who came into the first turn behind the three 
Japanese riders, who were all aboard 2505. 
Metzger pushed all moto long aboard his KX125 
to stay with the front-runners. Slowly but surely, 
Metzger picked off Narita and then closed to 
within striking distance of the Atsuta brothers, 
Making a move for the lead with three laps to 
go, Metzger was able to get a good drive down 
one of the fast Perris straights to stick a wheel 
briefly between the front-runners, only to have 
his lead taken away when the Japanese riders 
flexed the horsepower of their 250s to get back 
around Metzger. 

As this battle continued to the checkered, the 
amazing efforts of Sean Hamblin aboard his 
YZ80 Big Wheel didn't go unnoticed. Hamblin 
was further back in the pack, and the field of 
250s were able to outhorsepower Hamblin to the 
first turn, but little did they know they were just 
delaying the inevitable. Racer after racer 
watched helplessly as Hamblin came blazing by 
on his mini to work his way into fifth, approxi- 
mately 10 seconds behind Metzger in third. 
Hamblin battled the last four laps with Eigo 
Sato, but Sato took the checkered just ahead of 
the very fast Hamblin. 

Minis were on the menu for race three, and 
Mickey Griffin pulled the holeshot aboard his 
Z80, followed by Anthony Bruscella, Chad 
Gaummer and Nathan Jones. Griffin pulled out 














а 10-second lead over Bruscella for the first half 
of the race. Eventually, Bruscella started to close 
as Griffin started to feel the effects of a long 
moto, only to pull off on the next lap. Behind 
Bruscella, Gaummer and Jones battled all race 
long, with Jones squeaking out second overall, 
ahead of Gaumer.

Norman tops

With a newly restyled track under his Honda's 
knobbies, Randy Norman cruised to victory in 
the 125cc Novice class at round one of the third 
annual Merced Powersports/MSR Octoberfest 
Motocross Series at AMP Motocross.

However, on the white-flag lap, trouble found 
Northrop: He went down before a step-up jump. 
With à commanding lead, Norman took the 
checkered flag, followed by Jones, Klingenbeck, 
Rigmaiden and Suzuki pilot Mike Hunter. 

As the gate dropped for moto two, Northrop 
again took his Kawasaki to the first turn first, in 


front of Bobby Garcia, Norman, Schmid and 


Jones. Garcia got passed by Norman on the sec- 
ond lap and appeared to have third place to 
himself until a fall in a tight right-hander 
knocked him back eight positions. Meanwhile, 
up front, the same players from moto one were 
going at it, and this time Northrop stayed up on 
two wheels. However, Norman made sure no 
one would take a run at him as he consistently 
gained distance on Northrop, Jones and Rig- 
maiden. Hunter, after a poor start, steadily 
picked off riders and moved into fourth to dis- 
place Rigmaiden. Also on the move was quick- 
charging Kelly Quinn, who made a run at Rig- 
maiden but ran out of time as the checkered flag 
came out sooner than he would have liked. Once 
again, it was Norman out front taking the win, 
followed by Northrop, Jones, Hunter and Rig- 
maiden.

Moto one appeared to be Ford’s from the 
beginning as he gated well and snatched the 
holeshot away from the rest of a class filled 
with talented riders. Ford began to receive some 
pressure early on, though, as the big-bore, 
pumpkin-colored KTM of Edward Slack began 
to challenge Ford and his Honda as the first lap 
neared completion. Along with Slack, Mark 
Marilao on a Honda out of Holeshot Moto 
Accessories also had aspirations of displacing 
Ford, and he set upon the task ahead. Ford was 
up to the challenge and weathered the storm as 
he went on to win the moto just ahead of Slack, 
Narilao and a strong-finishing Brad Hollahan in 
fourth. 

With the class win on the line and the series 
overall depending on the finishing position 
between himself and Slack, Ford knew his mis- 
spn in the second moto was to place better 
ttan Slack - no matter what else transpired. 
Shck wasn't going down easy; he jockeyed for 
position through the first turn elbow to elbow 
with Ford. Ford had youth on his side and 
energed the leader as the class sorted itself out 
during the first lap. Slack was no doubt 
dained, with this being his fourth moto of the 
nght as he was doing double duty, riding in 
beth the Junior Vet and the true Vet classes. 
Tre youngster Ford, who could only ride in the 
Cver 25 class, used this to his advantage and 
began to stretch out a slim lead over Slack and 
Marilao, who again started off well and was 
within striking distance. The riders battled 
Ford throughout the moto but were not able to 
cause him to falter, handing him his second 
moto win of the night. 

Obviously, Ford's back-to-back moto wins 
earned him the overall for the evening, but 
more importantly they gave him a four-point 
advantage in the series as well as the champi- 
onship title. Slack was relegated to second on 
the night and in the series, while Marilao settled 
for third.

AMA National MX number 92, Jeff Yentzer, 
took the overall wins in the 125cc A and Over 25

JT Motorsports Suzuki 
rider Jason Conlon took the moto win, followed 
by Fredericktown Yamaha's Jeff Grove, Welch 
and Schueler. 

Conlon went on to take the second 250cc A 
moto win and earned the overall victory. Second 
overall went to Welch, who finished 3-2, and 
third overall went to Grove after his 2-4 perfor- 
mance. Yentzer raced to third in the final moto, 
but his first-moto DNF robbed him of his chance 
at the overall. 

Yentzer would find redemption for his frus- 
trating day in the 250cc class as he went on to 
take the overall win in the Over 25 A class with 
2-1 moto scores.

Ithough I grew up around drag 
racing (my father was a sports- 
man drag racer in Ohio), I have to 
dmit that since I moved out of my cavi- 
y-prone years around age 13, I haven't 
pent much time around the brute- 
orsepower, tire-smoking quarter-mile 
ene. 

Until this Saturday, that is. Upon 
aking up and not having anything sig- 
ificant to do, I climbed into my well- 
orn Acura Integra, hopped onto the I- 
0 Santa Monica Freeway and headed 
ast toward Pomona for the 1998 NHRA 
inston World Finals drag race. In ret- 
ospect, I guess I wanted to see how the 
er half lived. 

Upon arriving at the facility at 
pproximately 8:30 a.m., I walked 
hrough the parking lot and was 
mazed to see how many people were 
ready drinking beer. (While I'm no 
aint, I still can't come to terms with just 
hat possesses people at auto-racing 
vents to start drinking beer out of the 
back of a car or truck at 8:30 in the 
norning.) "Whatever gets you out of the 
bed in the morning," I thought to 

yself. 

Nonetheless, as I walked around and 
ooked at the surroundings, the Nation- 
1 Hot Rod Association certainly 
ippeared to have its corporate-sponsor- 
hip affairs sorted out. The bright-red- 
ind-white brand colors of Winston were 
plastered onto anything nailed down (or 
hat moved, for that matter), as were the 


amiliar colors of Budweiser and various 
Automotive aftermarket manufacturers 
ind distributors. 

While I'm sure the government anti- 
smoking people would have a field day 
at an NHRA event, the sanctioning body 


seemed to be enjoying the financial 
rewards of big-business tobacco. And 
why shouldn't it? A large portion of the 
NHRA fan base, at least from what I 
witnessed, utilizes the product - and it 15 
legal, isn’t it? 

A few hours later, the nitro-burning 
dragsters were called to the staging 
lanes, and I quickly assumed my seat up 
in the aluminum bleachers. As the first 
pair of cars were pulled to the line to 
take qualifying passes, my heart sank. 


: Emblazoned on one of them was the 


vivid blue-and-white livery of Reebok. 
Why should the sight of Reebok's colors 
on a car bum me out? Good question. 
Let me try to explain. 

A week earlier, over a couple of 
beers, a few industry friends and I 
staged an ad hoc meeting on just what 
sponsors would benefit from being 
involved with supercross. Reebok was 
on that list. 

It's no great secret that this off-season 
- perhaps more so than any other in his- 
tory - has ignited a flurry of activity that 
has a number of teams (both factory and 
private), promoters and marketing orga- 
nizations pounding the pavement, beat- 
ing the bushes, and knocking on any 
corporate door within their reach in 
order to procure outside-the-industry 
sponsorship support. In recent years, as 
the sport of supercross has become more 
polished, professional, savvy and, above 
all, expensive, the race teams and pro- 
moters have figured out that in order to 
keep the train on the track, sponsorship 
money to fund the various operations is 
fast becoming imperative - even critical. 

And all of us in the sport have every 
right to feel this way. Supercross is a 
wonderful sport that has a lot going for 






it - so much so, in fact, that it boggles 
my mind that so few American compa- 
nies have taken the plunge and become 
a part of it. It’s now time for some of 
them to wake up and smell the coffee. 
Sixteen races, all of them in key U.S. 
markets with an average event atten- 
dance of over 45,000 people, would 
make an excellent TV package; have a 
young, active and affluent 18-to-34-year- 
old fan base; and, most importantly, fea- 
ture young, good looking, athletic com- 
petitors. АП this adds up to a sport that 
is ripe for the picking - and which leads 
me back to Reebok. 

What was Reebok doing sponsoring 
a dragster? While I’m sure it takes a 
colossal amount of skill and courage to 
be able to aim and handle one of the 
5000-hp, 300-mph, nitro-burning, tire- 
smoking beasts, І feel quite comfortable 
in my belief that the endeavor takes 
nowhere near the athletic commitment 


and prowess - qualities Reebok has 


stamped into its corporate ethos - of 
supercross. While I may seem a bit pre- 
sumptuous here, it was painfully evi- 
dent to me that the throng of spectators 
present at Pomona were nowhere near 
as athletic, active and certainly not as 
young as your typical supercross crowd. 
So, as 1 observed all of this, and the 
wheels in my head began turning, 
grinding, and smoking, I began to ques- 
tion myself about just what led Reebok 
to NHRA as opposed to the AMA 
Supercross Series, and after a while it 
came to me that the one thing we're 
missing is savvy marketing and presen- 
tation skills to help pitch the sport to the 
corporate decision-makers of America. 
Encouragingly, this dynamic of our 
sport appears to be changing - and

changing for the better. After talking to 
a number of people in the industry in 
recent months, and getting a better 
read on the current state of the great 
sponsorship hunt, it appears that, 
through the actions of a number of new 
and knowledgeable "players" in the 
industry (and from outside of it, as 
well), there are rumblings that a few 
new corporations may be sniffing 
around our beloved sport. By going at 
it in a professional, well-spoken, but- 
toned-up manner, the people out there 
selling the sport are clearly articulating 
what the sport is all about to the corpo- 
rate marketing people, and, most 
importantly, debunking the black- 
leather-jacket/Hell's Angels/God- 
awful Evel Knievel myth. And if the 
domino theory holds true, and a few 
new and committed sponsors enter the 
sport and reap the benefits they will 
receive from a very enthusiastic and 
demographically friendly fan base, a 
number of others will come running. 
Although we would be foolish to 
believe that supercross will ever enjoy 
the corporate backing of NASCAR 
(which I believe to be way overbore, 
anyway), the extra money, prestige, 
credibility and publicity these guys 
bring to the part would benefit the 
sport tremendously. 

While the NHRA, NASCAR, CART, 
Reeboks, Winstons, Budweisers and 
McDonalds of the world are still broth- 
ers in corporate arms in the automobile- 
racing sponsorship world, І feel safe in 
assuming that it's only a matter of time 
before the young and dynamic sport of 
supercross finds inroads into their 
world. And if I had to guess, they can 
already hear the footsteps. €N
